The Soviet Government news- j 
paper Izvestia reported June 15 
the surrender of two “Ameri- 1 
can spies” and pointed the moral 
that full confessions by Russian- 
born agents could be the gate- 
way to a new life in the Soviet 
Union for emigrees. 

It said two Soviet Army de- 
serters, parachuted into Russia 
by American intelligence serv- 
ices, had handed over their se- 
icrets and equipment to the se- 
! curlty service without transmit- 
ting any information to their 
1 superiors,

within a month. Two days ago, 
two deserters said to have been 
sent to the Soviet Union as 
saboteurs were reported to have 
been given 25-year sentences.

Isvestia did not say where the 
two latest spies, N. Yakuts and 
M. Kudryavtsev, were now but 
declared they had "received full 
opportunities' fa. 'Jive, freely and 
work on their hative soil.” I 
It pointed out that “the 
Americans” had told them they 
would be, shot even if they sur- 
rendered, ■voluntarily,- and had 
given them poison capsules, ■ - 
The two' men; wert.. said to: • 
foave been trained at a “spy 
school” in West Germany and 
dropped over' "the Soviet Union 
from an old, unmarked bomber.! 

But Izvestia said they had" 
surrendered with radio sets; 
codes, maps, secret' addresses; 


I and "silent weapons” because 
I “their loneliness became un- 
bearable” and they knew “they 
would never be able to look the 
Russian people in the eyes 
again.” 

Izvestia said the “school” at 
which they were trained was 
“concealed under the name of 
the ’Institute for the study of 
the Soviet Union’ at Bad Hom- 
burg.” 

They had received “political 
instruction" in Paris, further j 
training near Munich, and were 
flown to Salonika, Greece, be- ■ 
fore going on to the Soviet Un- i 
ion, Izvestia said. 
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
